the other annual statements combined, be­ 
cause they show the extent o f substantial im ­ 
provements. 
If the building department did 
not show a g ain over the previous y ear the 
city 's g rowth in population and extent would 
justly be considered unhealthy . 
Without 
a pronounced g ain in the cost of building , 
the wonderful advance in the price o f real 
estate would be a mere farce. 
There can be 
no real advance in the value of the city 's real 
estate without substantial improvement to 
correspond. 
For these reasons the city 's 
most %Tital statistics are to be found in the 
records o f the building department. 
The building fig ures for 1 885 offer splen­ 
did proof of the prosperity of Kansas City . 
The total cost 
of 
building s 
erected is 
almost $ 6 ,0 00 ,0 00 , 
and it is g enerally 
understood that this is but a partial estimate. 
Every person who has built a house knows 
with what surprising rapidity the estimates 
on cost move up after the work has been be- 
g un. 
The fact that the building permit es- 
timatej'5 made before the g round is broken 
for the foundation is conclusive proof that 
the g rand total in the annual report falls 
short o f 
the actual 
fig ures. 
Allowance 
must 
be 
made 
also 
for 
the 
fact 
that 
many 
people 
suppose 
their tax 
estimates are made from the building super­ 
intendent’s books. 
They underestimate the 
cost of their building s for fear they will in­ 
crease the fax assessor’s fig ures. The scarcity 
o f brick also cut a prominent fig ure in the 
y ear's building , and materially reduced its 
totals. 
Notwithstanding these drawbacks the an­ 
nual statement shows that Kansas City has 
done more building during 1 885 in propor­ 
tion to the number of square miles than any 
other city in the world. 
This fact was ascer­ 
tained by teleg raphing inquiries to all the 
principal cities asking for the total cost o f 
building during 1 885 .

the ex tensio n o f water mains, as two fires 
have recently o ccurred which invo lved the 
g reatest lo ss luring the y ear, sim ply because 
the nearest lire hy drant was 2,400 feet from 
the lo catio n of the fire. 
*lt will be seen at a g lance that the increase 
o f the fire department has not kept pace with 
the g rowth of the city . 
The staff o f the department co nsists of forty - 
three full paid men and seven watch boy s, 
and the ag g reg ate monthly pay roll amounts 
to $ 3.5**.33. Total ex p en ses for the y ear 
1885. $ 55.380.21. 
The permanent im pro vem ents and addi­ 
tio ns that have been made during the y ear 
are as follows: There have been two new en ­ 
g ine ho uses erected, one to accom modate 
ho se reel No, 7, lo cated on Liberty street be­ 
tween Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets; and 
this is a g reat acquisition in particular on ac­ 
count of its being lo cated in the center of a 
larg e lumber district. The building is 60x25

This building is entirely inade­ 
quate and will have to be torn down and re­ 
placed with more commodious and modern 
quarters som e time during the next fiscal 
y ear. 
The apparatus co nsists of seven two -ho rse 
ho se reels, three steam eng ines kept in re­ 
serve, one fo ur-ho rse hook and ladder truck, 
and one tw o -ho rse hook and ladder truck, 
supplied with all modern im provem ents, one 
©no-horse supply wag on and 8,000 feet of ser­ 
viceable hose. There are twenty-two ho rses 


they are entitled to g reat credit for g iving fire 
alarms from their offices with promptness. 
lh e po lice patrol sy stem recently .adopted 
by the ooard of po lice co m m issio ners, is a 
valuable acquisitio n as to the m eans of g iving 
lire alarms from the o utskirts of the city . The 
department is under the very best of discip­ 
line, and co m po sed of fo rty -three as efficient 
firemen as can be found in any city in the 
world. 
During the y ear we have had no serio us ac­ 
cident to apparatus while respo nding to alarms 
of fire, which speaks well for the different 
drivers, when we take into co nsideratio n the 
neeessary amount of building material distrib­ 
uted on our principal streets and the vast 
number of street excavatio ns we have had to 
contend with. 
No m em ber of the department has been .se­ 
rio usly hurt, with tho exceptio n of Mr. Frank 
Hig g ins, member of ho se reel No. 3, and who, 
I am pleased to state, is rapidly reco vering 
from his injuries. 
I feel that the department has acco m plished 
the work for which it was created to the satis­ 
faction of our citizens in g eneral. 


L ive Sto ck T rade—1.885. 
Live Stock Indicator. 
“ The live stock trade of Kansas City during 
the y ear now coming to a close has, in a g en­ 
eral way , been tolerably satisfactory to ail 
concerned. 
“ The receipts o f cattle show a falling off, 
as compared with those of the previous y ear, 
which may be attributed to two causes: 
“ (1) The quarantine laws o f Kansas, Col­ 
orado and New Mexico preventing the intro­ 
duction o f cattle from eastern states and 
which in former y ears have passed throug h 
the stock y ards on their way west. 
“ (2) Larg e numbers of rang e 
cattle, in 
consequence of the low prices, have been 
held back in anticipation of hig her prices 
next y ear. 
But when the interest on the 
money invested, the keeping of tho cattle 
another y ear, and the probability o f increased 
receips next season are considered, this would 
not appear to have been the best policy . 
“ The receipts o f cattle during J anuary , 
February and to the third week in March, 
showed an increase over the same time in 
1885; thenceforth there was a continued de­ 
crease uutil it amounted to 1 2 ,6 82 during tho 
second week in Aug ust, then a g radual in­ 
crease until the first week in November, when 
it had been reduced to 1 3 ,0 74 ; from that 
time until the close of the y ear the decrease 
from week to week became larg ar until now 
it amounts to 2(5,247. 
“ It is needless to dilate upon ttoe low prices 
paid, nor the cause therefor, as they are too 
well known to require reiteration here. 
Al­ 
thoug h the receipts o f cattle were smaller 
than 18S4, there were more sold on this mar­ 
ket than any previous y ear. 
“ The receipts of hog s showed a steady in ­ 
crease each week, and up to the present time 
the increase has averag ed over 
2 ,000 hog s a 
day . 
On J an. 2, 1 885 , the extreme rang e 
of prices was $ 3 .9 0 @ 4 .3 5 ag ainst $ 5 .2 5 @ 
$ 5.(35 on the same day o f 1 884 . 
The hig h­ 
est prices paid during the y ear were on Feb. 
1 0 , when the rang e was $ 4 .5 0 @ 5 .0 0 ag ainst 
$ (>,5 0 @ 7.3 0 on the same day of 
1884. 
The lowest prices paid were, on Nov. 7, when 
the rang e was $ 3 .0 5 # 3 .3 5 ag ainst $ 4.10(« 
$ 4 .6 5 on the same day of 1884. 
“ The receipts o f sheep show a falling off. 
which can be attributed to the fact that the 
raising of sheep in the country tributary is 
chiefly for the wool, and there has beeu no 
special inducement offered in the way o f 
prices or increased demand for mutton, which 
would serve to stimulate this industry . 
“ Horses and mules were in less receipt, but 
the trade has become more permanent in its 
character, in the matter o f sales on the mar­ 
ket.” 
The following are the receipts of cattle, 
hog s, sheep, horses and mules, at the Kansas 
City stock y ards for the y ear 1885 , up to 
Dec. 31: Cattle, 5 0 6 ,0 77; hog s, 2 ,3 5 4 ,1 0 8;

The statement of the clearing house for 
1 885 shows a wonderful increase compared 
with 1 884 , and is another evidence o f Kansas 
City ’s prosperity . 
The following table ex­ 
plains itself: 


indig enous, and it has attained proportions 
which make it a not insig nificant annoy ance. 
The public hold to it the relation of victims, 
and it oug ht to be perceived that as a rule the 
prevalence o f this custom in any hotel, res­ 
taurant or other place o f public resort, implies 
more or less willing ness on the part of the 
proprietors o f such places to countenance 
what is nearly alway s an imposition upon 
their customers. 
No doubt man}' persons 
have acquired a habit o f bestowing “ tips” 
upon waiters. 
But such a habit g rows out of 
experience which shows that in most cases 
efficient service can be obtained in no other 
way . 
This experience is not creditable to the 
employ ers of the servants who need to be so 
stimulated. 
When a g entleman g oes to a 
hotel he has a rig ht to expect that in pay ing 
his bill he discharg es all oblig ations that have 
accrued ag ainst himself. 
The landlord un­ 
questionably charg es for service among other 
thing s, 
^et the g uest is called upon to ] »ay- 
extra for this same service, the alternative be­ 
ing neg lect. 
It would be nonsense to contend that the 
employ ers are not responsible for the ex­ 
actions of waiters and other employ es, even 
when they pay current wag es to their subordi­ 
nates. 
But it is said that thero are other 
cases in which the responsibility of the em­ 
ploy ers is broug ht home to them most direct­ 
ly : cases, namely , in which the waiters are 
either not paid any wag es, or but a trifling 
amount, the understanding being that they 
will make their living from fees. 
Here there 
cannot be a pretense o f fair dealing to the 
g uests. 
The landlord comes first and-charg es 
them a full rate for services, all of whfch he 
pockets. 
Then come the waiters, and exact a 
second charg e, and the whole transaction par­ 
takes larg ely of the hig hway man business, 
since both landlord and waiter fake advan­ 
tag e of the g uest's helplessness to rob him. 
Of course thore is no more log ical justifica­ 
tion for the “ tipping ” sy stem in a hotel or 
restaurant than there would be in a dry g oods 
store or a book store. 
No one ever thinks of 
tipping the people behind the counters at a 
respectable shopping place, but there is no 
reason why the hotel sy stem should not pre­ 
vail in such places; alway s provided that tla re 
is a reason for its existence any where. 
In ordinary business establishments the 
service is prompt and efficient because the 
proprietors act upon common sense princi­ 
ples. 
They pay their employ es fair rates, 
and see that they do their duty . 
It is impos­ 
sible to show that any other method is defen­ 
sible. 
Sometimes, indeed, evasion is soug ht 
by advancing the theory that the public will 
tip every body , and that all the efforts of em­ 
ploy ers have failed to break up the pernicious 
practice. 
But this is a very feeble subter­ 
fug e. 
The truth is that tho public continue 
to tip simply because tbey cannot g et g ood 
service in any other way ; or in other words, 
because employ ers neg lect their duty to their 
patrons as no other class of business men ne­ 
g lect it. 
It is the plain duty o f everj' land­ 
lord to see that his waiters attend with impar­ 
tiality and promptness to all g uests. 
If this 
were insisted, and the order enforced as it 
should and could be, the motive for tipping 
would disappear, and the public would be 
relieved. Employ ers who deliberately arrang e 
that their subordinates shall be altog ether or 
in part supported by the public are clearly 
practising a fraud upon their patrons. 
So far 
has the practice o f tipping g one, moreover, 
that whoever lives much in hotels or eats 
much at restaurants is subjected to what in 
the course o f a y ear amounts to a heavy tax, 
and really is an addition to the cost of living 
extorted by unfair methods. 
The American 
people are proverbially g ood tempered, easy 
and long suffering , and therefore the “ tip­ 
ping ” custom has been fastened upon them 
without difficulty . It is, however, so manifest 
an imposition, and it involves such transpar­ 
ently false pretenses, that it should be both 
resisted and resented.

■'One would think." said a veterinary sur- 
jg con y esterday , who is a g reat admirer o f tine 
dog s, “ that this recent semi-epidemic of hy ­ 
drophobia over in New J ersey , occurring as 
it does in the wiuter, would have a tendency 
to disabuse people of some of the ‘dog day ’ 
nonsense which causes so much needless tor­ 
ture to dog s in midsummer. 
But I suppose 
it will have no ikore effect this y ear than it has 
in y ears past. 
There is, probably , no disease 
about which so many people are. so obstinately 
superstitious aud ig norant as they are about 
hy drophobia. 
The very name o f the malady 
is misleading and erroneous. 
Mad dog s do 
not fear or 
hate 
water, 
as the 
term 
hy drophobia 
implies; 
on 
an 
early 
sy mptom o f the 
•craving 
for 
water, 
an 
and the animal will plung e his nose deep 
down into the liquid when drink is g iven to 
him. 
It is only in the latter stag es of the dis­ 
ease that the .terrible spasms of the phamy x 
occur when an attempt is made to swallow 
liquids. This mistake is an especially dan­ 
g erous one, for the reason that people who are 
laboring under it believe that if a dog showing 
suspicions sy mptoms can drink he is all rig ht, 
whereas he may be rig ht 011 the verg e of that

t- “ But to come back to what I started to say 
rst, the most widespread error about hy dro- I 
phobia is that it is most prevalent in the hot 
onths. 
A surprising number of people hold i 
_ as an article of faith that the ‘dog day s’ are 
called because that season is particularly 
ang erous to dog s. 
At all events the belief is 
Almost universal that J uly and Aug ust are 
the months in which to look out for mad 
dog s. 
As a matter of fact statistics show that 
there is less 
hy drophobia in 
those two 
months than in any in the y ear, and that cases 
o f hy drophobia in winter, early in the winter 
and late in the winter, that is, in November 
and December and in February and March, 
are rather more than twice as frequent as 
they are in >1 uly . 
You have only to read tho 
papers every y ear to verify this. 
The nu­ 
merous reports of cases with which the papers 
lire at this moment filled verifiy it. 
A dis­ 
ting uished veterinary surg eon in Eng land 
kept 
a 
record 
o f 
hy drophobia 
cases 
for a scries of y ears and the result was 
that he discovered that, in Eng land at least, 
February was the most dang erous month. 
A 
record kept in France during a series of ten 
y ears showed an averag e of twenty cases in 
J anuary , twenty -one in March, and twenty - 
five in April, while in J uly there were only 
twelve. 
From this series o f observations the 
inference was drawn that the disease was 
much more prevalent in the rainy than in the 
dry months. 
This hot weather error, like the 
error about aversion to water being a sy mp­ 
tom of the disease, is also a source of dang er. 
People lock up, muzzle and drown dog s dur­ 
ing the months when it is safest to let them 
run at larg e, and let them run at larg e just 
when they are most liable to the disease and 
most dang erous. 
“ But hy drophobia is after all so rare a dis­ 
ease that there is no necessity o f half the fuss 
that is made over it. 
During the live y ears 
from 1S(5(5 to 1871 there were in New York 
city , only twenty -two cases, or an averag e of 
313 per annum, among the million and a 
quarter of people here. 
This a g reater num- 


at once when an illness is serious, and insist 
that a doctor shall be immediately sent for. 
It is difficult sometimes to convince people of 
the necessity . 
Some doctors carefully adapt their lang uag e 
to their hearers, and use simple words and g o 
over the instructions more than once when 
they are speaking to very ig norant people; but 
O thers abuse the poor for their heartlessness 
and carelessness, and say that they never carry 
out orders, when the truth o f th? matter is 
that the orders are couched in technical terms 
just as unintellig ible to them as Chinese. For 
instance, a bottie of medicine 
was sent 
labelled “ To be taleen in a recumbent pos­ 
ture.” 
The wife went all round inquiring if 
any of the neig hbors could lend her a recum­ 
bent posture for the man to take his medicine 
in. 
Even if they understand the words, poor 
iwople often haveuo practical knowledg e how 
to do the thing s they are told to do. 
In such 
cases the lady amateur is a most useful sup­ 
plement to the medical man. 
I remember a 
woman say ing that the doctor had told her to 
make beef tea: was she to put the beef in the 
tea pot, and fill it up with boiling water? 
Many people refuse beef tea; say ing it makes 
them flatulent. 
It is useful for a lady doctress 
to linV>w that a bit of bruised g ing er boiled 
with the beef will p reven t this. 
How to make a linseed poultice is another 
thing tlint people require to be taug ht. 
The 
cold, clammy poultices that are often applied 
do more harm then g ood. 
To make a really 
satisfactory poultice have a basin and dish 
If the poul- 
clean rug 
larg o enoug h to cover the whole chest, and lay 
it 011 the hot dish. 
Pour into the basin as 
much boiling water as will mix the poultice. 
Scatter the linseed meal in lig htly , and stir it 
with a knife until it is suffiiently consistent. 
If it is too dry , the poultice will not hold to­ 
g ether; and if it is too sloppy , it feels very 
damp and uncomfortable. 
Spread the poul­ 
tice 011 the rag evenly with the knife, and 
double over the mg a tiny bit at the edg es. 
Carry the poultice to the patient 011 the hot 
dish. 
If it is too hot to apply , it is easy to let 
it cool for a minute. 
Bind the poultice firmly 
011 with a hadkerchief or a few folds of band­ 
ag ing . and lav a piece of flannel over it, both 
in order to retain the heat and to prevent the 
clothes from being made damp. 
One woman, 
having made a linseed poultice, kept it for 
future use ever after, and whenever a poultice 
was ordered, used to warm up the dry mouldy 
old thing in the oven and put it 011 ag ain. 
A bucket of fresh cold water kept under 
the bed of a bedridden person will usually 
prevent bed-sores. 
The slig ht evaporation 
keeps the bed cool and pleasant. If bed-sores 
have formed an old silk handkerchief tacked 
inside the g arment is comfortable. 
There 
are many 
harmless home-made remedies 
which a lady may dispense in the case of 
trifling ailments, like coug hs and colds, asth­ 
ma and weakness and ordinary bilious at­ 
tacks, and to these home medicines perhaps 
a few' simple and well known patent medi­ 
cines may safely be added: but no one who 
has not had reg ular medical training oug ht 
ever to think of administering drug s which 
they may chance to have heard are g ood for 
this or that ailment. 
Such thing s as black currant tea, raspberry 
vineg ar with water, lemonade and rhubarb 
sherbet are more welcome to thirsty , feverish 
sufferers, and the loan for a short time of 
such appliances as a hot water bag , an air 
cushion, or a bed-rest may sometimes afford 
g reat relief to invalids.

In the light of subsequent discoveries those 
portions of the inscription defaced by the 
action of the elements may be logically sup­ 
plied. 
It would then be translated as follows: 
Dig three paces to the south. Wrecked 
here in November, of the year 1 7 7 0 , the 
Spanish vessel San J ose. 
C. G uit e ïl re z , Seaman. 
"When the surprise created by the unexpect­ 
ed discovery had somewhat subsided, the 
party continued its explorations. 
In one of 
the dark corners of the cavern was exhumed 
the crumbling skeleton of a man. 
This was 
the only other result of the explorations. 
For soms months subsequent to the dis- 
eoveiy of the cavern and the unearthing of 
the treasure no further solution of the mys­ 
tery was obtained. 
The possessor of the loge 
book, a noted archaeologist of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, had !>een endeavoring to translate its 
contents. 
But his unfamiliarity with mari­ 
time Spanish and the poorly preserved-con­ 
dition of the manuscript had proven a sever- 
trial. 
At length, after severe and continuous 
study, the following facts were evolved: 
On the IGth of J une, 1 7 6 9 , the brig San 
J ose, with materials for tlio establishment of 
the Alta California missions, under command 
of J ose de Galvez, set sail from the port of 
Loreto, Lower California. 
Besides the usual 
articles used for bartering purpose« with the 
Indians, the vessel contained 1 0 ,0 0 0 Spanish 
doubloons, besides a large amount of silver. 
The iog-book contained entries up to J uly 
1 9 , 1 7 0 9 , when all records ceased. 
Xlie writer, in 
reading Palou’s “ Life of 


J rnipero Sen a." finds mention made of the 
foundering of a vessel belonging to the ex­ 
pedition of the same name as that criven in 
the log-book, but no mention is made of the 
carriage of treasure. 
In fact it would seem 
absurd that a vessel, the sole mission of 
whose owners was the establishment of the 
Catholic religion on an unknown coast, would 
carry such an amount. 
The record of the 
log-book, however, is nearly identical with 
the incident mentioned by Palou. 
if it is so, 
and the amount of treasure carried was all 
recovered, the amount unearthed by the for­ 
tunate discoverer must have approximated 
$1 0 0 .0 0 0 , the gold alone considered 
There 
is not thji*slightest clue to the identity of the 
finder, as yet. 


TRAGEDY OF AN AIR-TIGHT HOUSE.

Seneca , 111., Dec. 2<S.—An examination 
into the circumstances surrounding the death 
of Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Rooney, who were 
found Christmas morning, tho one suffocated 
and the other cremated, reveals a story which, 
in its peculiarities, probably has no prece­ 
dent. 
Rooney was reported the wealthiest farmer 
in LaSalle couuty. 
He lived on si farm of 
3 0 0 acres which was the envy of the neigh­ 
bors and of the counties on either side of La­ 
Salle. 
It was perfect in its appointments, 
from the handsome country mansion in which 
he lived, to the most modern of cattle sheds 
ands chicken pens. 
The tool houses, the 
granaries, the farming implements, and his 
stock were the best and the latest improved. 
His wealth in real estate was more than dupli­ 
cated by his bank account. 
One of the things which Rooney did with 
regularity was to send a little half gallon jug 
down to Seneca to get it filled with whisky. 
On the morning before Christmas he had the 
jug replenished at a saloon kept by his son- 
in-law, Michael Murphy. 
That night, after 
the supper dishes were cleared away, the old 
couple sat down at the kitchen table with tho 
jug and ft sugar bowl between them. 
The 
hired ma ., J ohn Larsen, was invited to par­ 
ticipate in the merry mrldng, but retired to 
his room over the kitchen after having taken 
two drinks. 
When lie came down stairs in 
the morniug he went to Mr. Rooney’s room, 
and finding him prostrate on the floor, with 
only his boots and coat off, shook him and 
called him by name. 
“ I saw ho was dead,“ said the aged and in­ 
nocent Dane, “ and I went to Mrs. Rooney’s 
room—they did not sleep together—but she 
was not th* re. 
I went out and fed the horses 
aud then went for Mr. Itooney’s sou. who 
lives a half mile distant. 
We thought she 
(Mrs. Rooney) had killed the old man and ran 
off or hid. and we searched the house, looking 
for her between the ticks on the bed and in 
the closet—everywhere. 
After some search a calcined skull, part of 
a vertebral column, and a handful of white 
ashes were found beneath the kitchen floor. 
Through the floor was burned a hole four 
feet in length and scarcely three in breadth, 
through which the 
partly incinerated re­ 
mains had fallen. 
The clock, high on the 
wall, was standing open, snd the key was 
lying on the floor not far away. 
The walls 
and ceiling were black with smoke, and a soot 
something like lampblack had settled on the 
floor. 
Where tho smoke and gas forced their 
way through the crevices around the door 
leading from the kitchen into the hall-way 
the white painted woodwork was stained as if 
scorched with fire. 
The door leading to Mr. 
Rooney’s room was not closed and the deadly 
gas had free access to him from the hallway. 
His mouth and nostrils were blackened from 
inhaling the noxious vapor. 
Up atairs the 
pillows about Larson's head were black from 
the smoke, but ho got up in the darkness, 
thinking he had caught a bad cold. 
Mr. Rooney had evidently taken a few 
more drinks with his wife after Larsen had 
retired, and had then himself gone to his 
room. 
Mrs. Roonev- always wound the clock 
and saw that the fires were out before retir­ 
ing. In doing this she used a candle, being 
afraid to handle a kerosene lamp, although 
one was kept in the house. 
The open clock 
door, the key on the floor, and the candlestick 
not far away indicate that in winding the clock 
she must have fallen. The candle, doubtless, 
set fire to her clothing, which was of heavy 
material. 
Mrs. Rooney may have 
been 
stunned by the fall or stupefied by the liquor, 
for she evidently nr<ule no struggle to rise or 
put out the flames. 
The house was built “ expressly to keep 
out the air, ” Mr. Rooney often boasted, and 
the sequel shows how well it did. 
The win­ 
dows, by a curious double weather strip, 
were air tight. 
The foundation was of point­ 
ed masonry, J oliet stone, with none of the 
usual vent holes. 
Under the kitchen there 
was no cellar, and the space beneath was cut 
off from the cellar proper. 
A fire would 
have burned equally as well in a jug. 
The 
floor of the kitchen is pine. 
The fire burned 
a hole just large enough to let Mrs. Rooney’s 
remains fall through, and then died ont for 
want of draught. 
Standing almost over her 
as she lay on the floor was a round table. 
The 
cloth 
which 
covered 
it 
caught 
fire, 
and 
that 
portion 
which 
hung 
below 
the 
edgo 
of 
the 
table 
burned. 
The kerosene lamp was on the table, but if if 
had been lighted it, too, was smothered out. 
Mrs. Rooney was very large, weighing more 
than 2 0 0 pounds. 
The flesh was entirely 
consumed, except that part which covers the 
bones of one foot. 
The foot was found just | 
at the edge of the aperture in tho floor, 
through which the body had disappeared. 
The limb had burned slowly to the ankle— 
flesh and bone—aud when the body dropped 
the charred bone snapped and the. foot, with 
the shoe intact, righted itself aud stood up as 
if its owner had been burned at the stake. 
Nothing in the room was burned except Mrs. 
Rooney's body, tho hole in the floor, and the 
table-cloth fringe. 
Mr. Rooney leaves four children by his 
first wife, a son who lives near him, Mrs. 
Murphy, in Seneca, and two married daugh­ 
ters in Iowa. 
He never helped them any, nor 
did he ever make a will. 
There was money 
found on Mr. Rooney’s person and a consider­ 
able sum in the 
cupboard. 
Tho 
doors 
were all tightly closed and locked on Christ­ 
mas morning, and no indications of foul play 
have been discovered. 
Mr. Rooney was 7 2 years old and his wife 
05. 
She married him twenty-eight years ago. 
five years after the death of his first wife. 
She never bore him any children. 
Larsen, 
tho hired man, is not expected to live.
